“may delay passage of the Can- 
ada Pension Plan for a few days, 
the predominantly Liberal ‘upper 
house, is expected to vote in favor 
of the measure which was given 
third reading in the Commons Mon- 
day-night. The | pension plan -will 
become operative next January 1. In 
conjunction with existing old age 
pension legislation it should . give 
Canadians a standard of security 
never known before. 

Bitter debate extending over 
many months has obscured to some 
extent the magnitude of the legisla- 
tion which must be credited to 
Prime Minister Pearson. The pension 
plan — compulsory, contributory, 
portable from job to job, tied to the 
cost of living index, applicable to 
almost all employees and self-em- 
ployed persons, and effective in all 
parts of Canada except Quebec 
which will have a similar provin- 
cial scheme—constitutes an unpre- 
cedented step by a democratic gov- 
ernment. 

While there has been much criti- 
~eism of the details of the plan, and 
many changes in the legislation since 
a first version was introduced in 
mid-1963, there have been few pro- 
tests against the principle of the 
measure. And in the final vote this 
week, many opposition members 
joined the government to produce a 
159-to-12 majority for the bill. The 
pension plan is thus approved by all 
the major parties and may be con- 
sidered a truly national program. 

Details of the contributions and 
resulting benefits have been widely 
publicized. While numerous anoma- 
lies may exist, it is obvious that a 
plan of such sweeping application 
must have many minor discrepan- | 
cies. It is not a valid criticism of 
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A Promise Fulfilled 


the plan, however, to claim that it 
is defective because it does not pro- 
vide for many citizens now too old 
to contribute to it. The plan is essen- 
tially a contributory scheme, an¢ 
rust start at some given moment. 
Its actuarial soundness should not 
be imperiled by burdening it with 
non-contributory beneficiaries; there 
are new provisions in the Old Age 
Pension plan for increasingly early 
assistance to those in the elderly 
categories. 

The unifying effects of this al! 
Canadian plan are to be noted. Here, 
in. spite of many preliminary objec- 
tions, is a plan which has won the 
support in principle of all the pro- 
Vincial governments and will exert 
uinform benefits from coast to coast. 

There are many unanswered 
questions in the future of the plan. 
The long-term influence on the 
Canadian standard of living, the pos- 
sible inflationary effects, the impact 
of the multi-billion-dollar pension 
plan funds to be made available to 
the provincial governments, the fur- 
ther development of .compulsory 
security provisions on a national 
stale, of which the new plan no 
doubt will prove to have heen merely 
a prototype—these are all questions 


-to which only experience will give 


answers. 

' What is clear today is that the 
Liberal government, despite its min- 
ority position, has attained a major 
social objective and fashioned a 
charter for retirement security 
which will have a profoundly signifi- 
cant impact on Canadian society. 
And itis noteworthy that although 
opposition critics stalled parliamen- 
tary action on the measure for 
months, most of them voted for it 
when the talking was over and it 
was time to stand up and be counted.

NATURE onthe ISLAND 


By Cliff Carl 


The one feature that distinguishes birds 
from all other groups of animals is the’ posses- 
sion of feathers. From all points of view 
these are most remarkable structures and 
serve the bird in a number of ways which 
are also remarkable 

Feathers are primarily for insulation. With- 
out them or some similar covering a bird 
could not live; 
be so great that no amount of internal chem- 
istry could provide the necessary energy. And 
since the bird’s superiority over the so-called 
lower vertebrates depends upon it maintaining 
a non-fluctuating body temperature despite its 
surroundings an effective means of reducing 
heat loss to a minimum is essential. 


The feathers’ efficiency as an insulator de- 
pends upon entrapped air which in itself is 
a poor conductor of heat. Air fills the number- 
less enclosed spaces that are found throughout 
exch feather forming an effective block against 
the transfer of heat and numerous other air 
spaces occur between adjacent feathers and 
between the feathers and the,skin. The air 
within <the feathers is fixed but that trapped 
in the plumage can be varied in amount by 
raising or lowering the feathers, Thus a bird 
can-regulate its temperature to some degree 


by fluffing out the feathers in cold weather or . 


by squeezing air out when it is too hot. 
* * * 


So effective is their cleverly designed outer 
coupring that a mite of bird such as a chicka- 
dee can maintain a. body heat of about 100 
degrees during the coldest weather even dur- 
ing long inactive periods when sleeping at 
night. 

Feathers also protect a bird from mechani- 
eal injury. Though individually they are rather 
fragile-looking structures, when layered to-

To all but the flightless birds, however, a 
most important use of feathers is in flying. 
The large quilled feathers of ‘the wings and tail 
provide the necessary surface area for support 
and control, They are strong, resilient, long- 
wearing yet exceedingly light. Each flight 
feather occupies a special position on wing or 
tail and each can be moved independently: or 
in unison with its mates according to fieed 

These remarkable feathers combined with 
the equally amazing wing regult in a structure 
mechanically perfect for flight. The convex 
upper surface creates the greater art of the 
lifht, just as in the case of an airplane. wing, -- 
and the greatest upward force is borne by the _ 
inner section of the wing nearest the body. The 
outer wing is more flexible and provides pro- 
pulsion by a sculling motion. On each. down 
stroke each primary. wing feather presents its 
meximnum stirface >in the quicker return stroke 
each feather rotates enough to spill the air 
from its “vane and the whole rhythmic move-

North American ' Revolutionists’ 
Latest Target for Red’ Chinese 


“ ‘The Moscow-Peking ideologi- 
cal quarrel has spverely 
strained the-unity of Commu- 
nist parties all over the world. 

In Canada last summer sev- 
eral comrades were reportedly 
expelled from the Communist 
Party of Canada for publicly 
supporting the Red Chinese 
“hard line” calling for armed

where. 
Among those expelled was 


Joha A. Scott, Vancouver, who 


formed a new group called the 
Progressive Workers’ Move 


ment, which has attracted - 


some support from “left-wing”

Judged by Peking’s propa- 
ganda, Mao Tse-tung even 
hopes for the emergence of a 
pro-Chinese party in the United 
States based on the Negro 
population as the “vanguard 
of the American working 
class.”” 

Even the Russian press was 
unusually restrained in com- 
ments on the recent assassina- 
tion of Malcolm X, dissident 
Black Moslem leader. But 
according to Red China's lead- 
ing People's Daily the slain 
man was a “martyr” whose 
death showed that ‘in dealing 
with imperialist oppressors 
violence must. be met with 
violence.” 


Little Success 


So far Mao has been con- 
spicuously unsuccessful in his 
efforts to inspire the creation 
of an organization to oppose 
the pro-Russian Communist 
Party of the United States. 

Few Negroes regard the Red 
Chinese dictatorship as an im- 
provement on the rule in 
Selma. This was said bluntly 
in a message to Mao Tse-tung 
that the Congress for Racial 
Equality (CORE) sent in 1963 
after a Peking rally in support 
for the American Negroes in 
their struggle against discrimi- 

nation 

“While CORE often fe criti- 
cal of actions or inactions of 
the federal government, we re- 
ject the view that the United 
States of America has an im- 
perialist policy of racial dis- 
crimination,” the message in- 
formed Mao. 

“We are for freedom and 
democracy for all, including 
the Chinese people. CORE be- 
lieves that with its methods 
success can be achieved with- 
out slave. labor camps and 
mass exodus of people from 
‘their homes which occurred in 
China.” 

But Mao's future-hopes, as 
Chinese propaganda indicates, 
are not based on Negro lead- 
ers like Dr. Martin Luther 
King, Roy Wilkins of the

Victoria has more separate fund’ appeals than 
any other city of comparative size—but the social 
problems they attempt to ease keep growing. 
Is a new approach to social planning needed? 
Community Welfare Council of Greater Victoria 
is hoping: for ali aiswer tonight. 

In September: jast year an independent committee on social 
planning was fornied by the council, Its members were drawn 
from University*of Victoria, Victoria Chamber of Commerce, 
Victoria Medical Society ctoria Labour Council, Capitat 
Region Planning Board and the Association of Professional 
Engineers of B.C. Study the matter and repoft, it was told.

Hints: to the committee's findings are probably contained 
in these facts ‘that are worrying the welfare council 

@ During the two years 1962-1963 there was a 50 per cent 
increase in the number of children declared wards-of the com- 
munity 

@ In 193 there was a 50 per cent increase in Family and 
Children’s Service ¢ases“of children. born out of wedlock--319 
cases in one year. 

,@ While the over-all population of boys in the 10-17 age 
group ‘Thereased 56.3 per cent (1956 to 1963) the number of de- 
linquent boys increased 74.4 per cent. ° 

@ Tihie number of boys charged with traffic offences jumped 
by 68 per cent. Other offences jumped 8 per cent. 

@ In 1963 one out of every 264 boys in Greater Victoria 
was sent to industrial school while the urban average in B.C. 
was one in 290.,

The committee also Jearned that Greater Victoria's rapid ; 


rate of growth is changing former patterns. The number of 
elderly persons is declining slightly and the number of persons 
iced under 19 is increasing. 

Greater Victoria still has twice as many people aged over 
65 than Canada: generally, pes thousand of population, but the 
percentage of elderly in Saanich is reduced. Victoria has 21 per 
cent, greatly adding to need for special services 

The welfare council told the committee, “The present pat- 
tern of health, welfare and recreational. services can be de- 
scribed only as a hodgepodge.” . 

Given as reasons were different boundaries of operations 
for various .welfare agencies and government departments, 
duplication of services and a lack of policy as to which agency 
should offer certain ser¢ices, and how financing should be set. 

The committee learned that there are “glaring inade- 
quacies” in. current’ services particularly mental health care 
for children and home care services for the ill. 


‘ ‘ 


Victoria has no complete assessmient of its needs or its 
resources to meet these needs, the committee was told. 

-It also was told that several recent provincial acts have 
forced more responsibility for services on the municipalities, 

And the terms of reference pointed out, “In spite of the fact 
that the Community -Chest (United Appeal) has taken into 
membership eight additional agencies in the past eight years, 
there still exists :no little confusion and competition jin annual 
‘charitable and “health” appeals and a probably more serious 
chaotic situation exists in the area of capital campaigns. 

“Greater Victoria has. more separate appeals than any 
other Canadian city of comparable size." 

The committee also was asked to study the fact-that “all 
taxing and fund-raising authorities are finding it continually 
more diffieult to obtain adequate financing for existing services 
in the face of increasing demands on these services, 

"But to date, no attempt has been made. by anyone to make 
a comprehensive reviéw of our needs and resources or to 
establish any logical system of priorities.”

Will the committee report make firm recommendatians for 
decisive moves to counteract these trends—or will it merely 
recommend new committees and new studies? 

Will the various municipal councils and the ‘provincial gov- 
ernment accept whatever recommendations are put forward, 
and act on them — or will the report be pigéon-toled and the 
committee frustrated 

Two years ago the Community Welfare Council had pre- 
pared a report on recreation needs for this district. 

Copics were sent to all municipalities and the recommenda- 
tions were highly publicized. Esquimalt passed a bylaw estab- 
lishing its own recreation council, but an intermunicipal com- 
mittee tabled the report y 

Victoria included a Senior Citizens’ Recreation Centre in 
Centennial Square ‘plans. Oak Bay voters rejected a similar 
project. No Greater Victoria recreation commission evolved, 
nor was the welfare council given authority or funds to under- 
take district-wide improvements.

@ During the two years 1962-1963 there was a 50 per cent 
increase in the number of children declared wards of the com- 
munity. 

@ ‘In 1963 there was a 50 per cent increase in Family and- 
Children's Service cases of children born out of wedlock—319 
cases in one year. 

@ While the over-all population of boys in, the 10-17 age 
group increased 56.3 per cent (1956 to 1963) the number of de- 
linquent boys increased 74.4 per cent. 

@ The number of boys charged with traffic offences jumped 
by 68 per cent. Other offences jumped 85 per cent. 

@ In 1963 one out of every 264 boys in Greater Victoria 
was sent to industrial school while the urban average iw B.C. 
was one. in 290,

The committee also learned that Greater Victoria's rapid 
rate of growth is changing former patterns. The number of 
elderly persons is declining slightly and the number of persons 
aged under 19 is increasing. 

Greater Victoria still has twice as many people aged over 
65 than Canada generally, per thousand of population, but the 
percentage of elderly in Saanich is reduced. Victoria has 21 per 
cent, greatly adding to need for special services.

The pension plan will 
become operative next January 1. In 
conjunction with existing old age 
pension legislation it should give 
Canadians a standard of ‘security 
never known before. 

Bitter debate extending over 
many months has obscured to some 


‘extent the magnitude of the legisla- 


tion which must be credited to 
Prime Minister Pearson. The pension 
plan’— compulsory, contributory, 
portable from job to job, tied to the 
cost of living index, applicable to 
almost all employees and self-em- 
ployed persons, and effective in all 
parts of Canada except Quebec 
which will have a similar provin- 
cial scheme—constitutes an unpre- 
cedented step by a democratic gov- 
ernment. 

While there has been ‘much criti- 
cism of the details of the plan, and 
many changes in the legislation since 
a first version was introduced in

Results of Study 
Submitted Tonight

Victoria has more separate fufhd appeals than 
any other city of comparative size—but the social 
problems they attempt toe ease keep growing. 
Is a new approach to social planning needed? 
Community Welfare Council of Greater Victoria 
is hoping for an answer tonight. 


In September last year an independent committee on social 
planning was formed by the council, Its members were drawn 
from University of Victoria, Victoria Chamber of Commerce, 
Victoria Medical Society, Victoria Labour Council, Capital 
Region Planning Board and the Association of Professional 
Engineers of B.C. Study the matter and report, it was told. . 

Chairman S. J. Cunliffe presents the. committee report: at 
the annual meeting of the Community Welfare Council tonight 
at Spencerhouse.

" Hints to the committee's findings are probably contained 
in these facts that are worrying the welfare council : 

@ During the two years 1962-1963 there was a 50 per cent 
increase ‘in the number of children declared wards of the com- 
munity. 

@ In 1963 there was a 50 per cent increase in Family and 
Children’s Service cases of children i out of wedlock-—319 
eases in one year. 

@ While the over-all population of live in the 10-17 age 
group increased 56.3 per cent (1956 to 1963) the number of de- 
linquent boys increased 74.4 per cent. z 

@ The number of boys charged with traffic offences jumped 
by 68 per cent. Other offences jumped 85 per cent. 

@ In 1963 one ott of every 264 boys in Greater Victoria 
was sent to industrial school while the urban average in B.C. 
was one in 290. 1 t

The committee also learned that Greater Victoria's rapid 
rate of growth is changing former patterns. The number of 
elderly persons is declining slightly and the number of persons 
aged under 19 is increasing. 

Greater Victoria still has twice as many people aged over 
65 than Canada generally, per thousand of population, but the 
percentage of elderly in Saanich is reduced. Victoria has 21 per 
cent, greatly adding to néed for special. services. . 

The welfare council told the committee, “The present pat- 
tern of health, welfare and recreational services can be de- 
scribed only as a hodge podge."’ 

Given as reasons were different boundaries of operations 
for various welfare agencies and government -departments, 
duplication of services and a lack of policy as to which agency 
should offer certain services, and how financing should be set. 

The committee learned that there are “glaring inade- 
quacies” in current services—particularly mental health cate 
for children and home care services for the ill,

Victoria has no complete assessment of its needs or its
